China holds 1st military parade since 1984 


HONG KONG — China staged its first military parade since 1984 on Sunday 
in an apparent move by the army to show its support for the country’s leaders 
at a time when communism is faltering in the world. 

The one-hour National Day parade was held in the southern city of Canton, 
where more than 1,300 soldiers marched down the city’s main Chung Shan 
Road, news media reports and city officials said. 

Military parades usually are held in Beijing every five years on National 
Day. 
But analysts in Hong Kong speculated the parade was held in Canton 
because the army wanted to send a message to the southern region, which is 
China’s most prosperous and independent-minded. 

The last military parade was held in Beijing in 1984. 

The 1989 parade scheduled for the capital was canceled after the pro-democ- 
racy demonstrations and the military’s bloody crackdown in Tiananmen 
Square. 

ae Qizong, a deputy chief of the General Staff of the People’s Liberation 
Army, was the highest ranking government official to attend Sunday’s parade, 
which was small by Chinese standards. 

A Hong Kong television station quoted He as saying the Chinese military 
would continue to fight capitalism and any attempts to undermine socialism in 
the country. 


Weapon cuts won't shrink defense costs 


WASHINGTON — Administration officials said Sunday there will be no 
short-run savings in defense costs from President Bush’s dramatic nuclear 
weapons standdown. 

“Over the next few months, or in fiscal year 92, there are added costs with 
terminating contracts, moving systems around, destroying warheads, etc., 
that had not previously been expected,” Secretary of Defense Dick Cheney 
said on ABC’s “This Week With David Brinkley.” 

Cheney said the nation’s military must be ready to fight a regional conflict 
anywhere in the world and that the Strategic Defense Initiative is needed ina 
world of nuclear proliferation. 

He defended the B-2 bomber program as necessary to the country’s defense 
and said the armed forces already are in the midst of a massive builddown that 
will cut their manpower by 25 percent. 

National Security Adviser Brent Scowcroft said that “five years out, I think 
there will be a peace dividend,” and “hopefully it will be” sizable. 


Anti-corporal punishment bill resurrected 


SALT LAKE CITY — A bill prohibiting corporal punishment in Utah schools 
has been resurrected with the backing of a child-advocacy group. 

Lynn Samsel, associate director of social service in the Utah Department of 
Human Services, said Senate Bill 32, defeated in the House last year, would 
eliminate the use of physical punishment of students in school or day-care 
settings. “Twenty-two states already prohibit corporal punishment in 
schools,” Samsel said: “Asa matter of public policy, we ought not be using this 
method as a means of disciplining students.” 

Corporal punishment is defined in the bill as the intentional infliction of 
physical pain upon a child as a disciplinary measure. 

The bill would provide teachers guidelines for the use of reasonable. and 
necessary physical restraint or force for self-defense or the defense of another, 
or to protect property from being damaged. It also will provide for training 
teachers on more positive methods of discipline. 

“It’s in the interest of teachers because it says we have to find other ways of 
disciplining kids,” said Grethe Peterson, member of the Utah Chapter for the 
Prevention of Child Abuse legislative committee. 


Exxon reaches new settlement for spill 


JUNEAU, Alaska — A second settlement has been reached in government 
lawsuits against Exxon Corp. over the nation’s largest oil spill, a spokesman 
for Gov. Walter J. Hickel said Sunday. 

Details of the settlement were being withheld until a formal announcement 
Monday at the governor’s Anchorage office, spokesman Eric Rehmann said. 

An earlier settlement, announced in March, fell apart when a federal judge 
rejected the criminal plea bargain and the Alaska House voted down the entire 
agreement. 

Negotiations between Exxon, the state and federal government resumed 
earlier this month. The trial of federal criminal charges against Exxon over the 
Exxon Valdez spill is scheduled to begin Oct. 7 in Anchorage. 

Exxon spokesman Bill Smith in Irving, Texas, declined to comment on the 
new settlement. 

Justice Department spokesman Doug Krovisky in Washington said he was 
unaware of any settlement or announcement. 


Funeral scheduled for Provo councilman 


PROVO — Provo City Councilman Ron W. Last, a former school principal 
and educator, died Friday after a fall. He was 59. 

Last had been working Friday afternoon on a family cabin at the Timber- 
lakes Estates east of Heber City when a platform he was standing on gave way 
and he fell, receiving a blow to the head. 

The councilman got up after the fall and continued working around the 
cabin, according to the Deseret News. But several hours later he complained 
of not feeling well and asked another person at the cabin to drive him home. 

Part of the way down Provo Canyon, Last reclined his seat and appeared to 
fall asleep. When the driver arrived in Provo about 7:40 p.m., he could not 
wake Last and proceeded to Utah Valley Regional Medical Center. 

Last was pronounced dead on arrival. His body was taken to the state 
medical examiner’s office in Salt Lake City for an autopsy.

The stake center under con- 
struction on North Canyon Road 
will be a great blessing to married 
couples, said the president of the 
BYU 11th Stake of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. 

Eight wards from the BYU 
11th and 17th stakes will meet in 
this building, Gary Bunker, pres- 
ident of the BYU 11th Stake, 
said. 

Construction is ahead of sched- 
ule for the stake center which is 
being built on the site of the old 
Pleasant View chapel, said David 
Cherrington, the first counselor 
in the 17th Stake presidency. 

Construction began in April 
and is scheduled for completion in 
March, he said. 

Some of the wards in these 
stakes previously met in the 
Pleasant View chapel, which had 
become old and unsafe, Cherring- 
ton said. 

Stanley Taylor, president of 
the BYU 17th Stake said there 
has been a struggle in the past to 
find places for married student 
wards to meet.

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Utah military group off nuclear alert status

SALT LAKE CITY — A presidential declara- 
tion ended an era for the Utah National Guard’s 
151st Refueling Group, which has abandoned nu- 
clear alert status for the first time in more than a 
decade. 

Since April 1, 1979, a KC-135 refueling tanker 
at Hill Air Force Base has been ready to roll 
within minutes of a nuclear alert to aid Strategic 
Air Command bombers. Saturday, the last five- 
member alert crew closed up the waiting plane 
and walked away, feeling nostalgia and “relief and 
happiness that this is no longer necessary,” said 


Americans 
must abandon 
Philippine base

MANILA, Philippines — President: 
Corazon Aquino on Sunday acknowl- 
edged for the first time that a new 
lease for the U.S. naval base at Subic 
Bay had been defeated, and said she 
would focus on arranging an “orderly 
withdrawal.” 

During her weekly radio program, 
Mrs. Aquino urged the Senate to 
come up with a reasonable schedule 
for the Americans to vacate the base, 
which they have used since 1898. 

Mrs. Aquino appeared soon after- 
ward on U.S. television networks to 
announce a “people power referen- 
dum” to overturn the Senate action. 
But she backed away from that call 
when constitutional experts and most 
of her longtime supporters claimed a 
referendum would be ineffective. 

There seems little popular enthusi- 
asm for saving the base, except in . 
areas that depend on the Americans 
for their livelihood. 

In Olongapo, outside the Subic Bay 
naval base, about 3,000 residents 
demonstrated Sunday, denouncing 
senators who voted to close the instal- 
lation.

Bomber and support tanker crews across the 
nation “stood down” after Secretary of Defense 
Dick Cheney signed an order removing them from 
alert status, part of a nuclear-arms reorganization 
announced by President Bush Friday. 

“It’s a historic event for the nation and also for 
us,” said Lt. Col. Craig Widen. “Our role is 
rapidly changing. As a unit, we’re looking for- 
ward to the future.” 

Orders to abandon nuclear-alert status were 
expected within roughly 18 months to two years, 
so Saturday’s order was a surprise, Widen said. 

“It came real suddenly,” said Ist Lt. Kim 


Tingey, navigator. “I’m still figuring out if this is 
for real or not.” 

Being taken off nuclear alert status means the 
group no longer needs to support a nuclear bomber 
with a specific mission, Widen said. It also means 
crews will not have to remain constantly ready to 
get quickly in the air for the refueling of aircraft 
that carry nuclear weapons. 

Alert crews typically worked in 48-hour shifts. 
The KC-135, one of 10 at the base, would be fueled 
and waiting, ready to fly within 15 minutes of a 
take-off order. About 80 guard members would 
take turns on the shift, usually pulling one a 
month, Widen said.

directly intervene in disagreements 
among students. Instead, the om- 
budsman refers students to other re- 
sources or acts as a mediator be- 
tween the parties. “We don’t solve 
people’s problems for them,” Sirken 
explained, “we help them solve their 
own problems.” 

The Ombudsman’s Office is 
staffed by volunteers. “Most of our 
volunteers are pre- -law or thinking 
about going into law,” Sirken said. 

“However, we are not attorneys, 
just students, so we can only give 
our opinions.” 

If a student has a problem that 
requires the expertise of an attor- 
ney, however, the Ombudsman’s Of- 
fice offers the option of a free visit 
with the attorney it has on retainer. 
“We can answer most of the ques- 
tions that come up using the re- 
sources we have here,”Sirken said, 
“but if we can’t find the answer to a 
particular legal question, we call 
Randy Lish for advice. If that isn’t 
enough, then the student can talk 
with him 

“The first thing we do when a stu- 
dent comes in with a problem is to fill 
out an action report,” Sirken said. 
“This helps us keep track of what’s 
happening. We tell the student that 
we're students too, that all we can 
give is our interpretation of what the 
law says. Then we try and find all 
the options for the student.”

SALT LAKE CITY — Women are 
as important as men in life and in 
scripture, but it is inappropriate for 
Mormons to pray to a “Mother in 
heaven,” church leaders told the 
faith’s annual Women’s Meeting. 

President Gordon B. Hinckley, | : 
first counselor in the church’s govern- | 
ing First Presidency, said while logic | 
and reason suggest there is a heav-| 
enly mother, those who would further | 
devotion to such a divinity are mis- 

guided. 

The fact that we do not pray to our 
Mother in heaven in no way belittles. 
or denigrates her,” he told the gather- 
ing Saturday night at the Mormon 
Tabernacle. 

Hinckley also took time to answer a 
14-year-old girl’s letter to church 
President Ezra Taft Benson, in which 
the child questioned the few mentions | 
of women in scriptures. 

Hinckley quoted verses in the 
faith’s Doctrine and Covenants that 
refer to “sons and daughters unto 
God.” The word “men” in the scrip- 
tures is often a generic term referring 
to humanity, unless it deals with 
priesthood responsibilities, he said. 

Men and women are inseparable in 
the celestial kingdom, he said, and 
men are not more important than 
women. 

“T am confident that the daughters 
of God will be as eligible as will the 
sons of God,” Hinckley said.

Sirken said. “During Fall and Win- 
ter semesters, we receive about 20 
calls a day — mainly quick ques- 
tions. There are also about 40-50 
cases per month when we get more 
involved in the situation. Our statis- 
tics have just shot up.” 

Some problems that recur more 
frequently than others. These in- 
clude what to do when a company 
does not live up to an implied or 
actual warranty and how to deal 
with companies that overcharge or 
do not provide adequate service.

Army surrenders 
barracks in war-torn 
Croatia; bloody 
clashes continue

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia 
Fighting flared again Sunday in sev- 
eral parts of battle-scarred Croatia, 
and the federal army surrendered 
more barracks besieged by militias of 
the separatist republic. 

The army has been beset by in- 
creasing morale problems and mass 
desertions as the Croatian campaign 
drags on. This situation could have 
contributed to a move by the generals 
to regroup in parts of Croatia where 
there are large concentrations of eth- 
nic Serbs who support the Serb-domi- 
nated army. 

In other developments, Stipe 
Mesic, the head of Yugoslavia’s col- 
lective presidency, said after consul- 
tations in New York with Javier 
Perez de Cuellar that the U.N. secre- 
tary general had offered to negotiate 
a peaceful end to the crisis. 

A referendum on the independence 
of Kosovo province was almost com- 
plete, with nearly all of the Serb- 
ruled territory’s ethnic Albanian ma- 
jority expected to opt for 
sovereignty. The voting in Kosovo 
ended late Saturday, but Albanians 
born in Kosovo and now living else- 
where continued voting in other 
Yugoslav towns and abroad.
